design for a paving chair. 
U.S. Patent No. D480,291, issued on October 7, 2003 to Sorkin, teaches an ornamental 
design for a paving chair. 

U.S. Patent No. 6,557,3 17, issued on May 6, 2003 to Sorkin, describes a concrete 
reinforcing bar support including a base, a support structure extending upwardly from the base, a 
first clamping member affixed to the support structure and extending upwardly above a top 
surface of the support structure, a second clamping member affixed to the support structure and 
extending upwardly above a top surface of the support structure, and a third clamping member 
affixed to the support structure and extending upwardly above the top surface of the support 
structure. 

U.S. Patent No. 5,791,095, issued on August 1 1, 1998 to Sorkin, presents a chair having a 
receiving area with a horizontal section and a generally parabolic section extending transverse to 
the horizontal section and a plurality of separate legs extending downwardly from the receiving 
area. Each of the legs has a foot extending horizontally outwardly therefrom. The receiving area 
and the plurality of legs are integrally formed together of a polymeric material. 

U.S. Patent No. 0388,312, issued on December 30, 1997 to Sorkin, discloses an 
ornamental design for a construction chair. 

U.S. Patent No. 5,555,693, issued on September 17, 1996 to Sorkin, teaches a chair for 
use in construction including a receiving area and a plurality of legs extending downwardly from 
the receiving area. Each of the plurality of legs has a foot extending horizontally outwardly 
therefrom. The foot of one of the legs is separate from the foot of an adjacent leg. The receiving 
area and the plurality of legs are integrally formed together of a polymeric material. The 
receiving area has a generally parabolic indentation.
